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In a tweet size, how would you describe yourself? 
‘An admirer of female beauty with a camera, pas- 
sion and - sometimes - a set of ropes. 


Why did you become a photographer? 
I always wanted to show my models how I see 
them, as opposed to how they see themselves in 
a mirror. 


Do you considerer yourself a Fetish photogra- 
pher? Why? 

Not really, although it is definitely a direction | am 
interested in. Limiting oneself with just one style 
is not good for creative growth 


What is your definition of beauty? 
Harmony. Depth. And nice big boobs. 


Do you believe photography is underestimated 
and considered a minor art? 

Definitely so! And it's hard to expect anything dif- 
ferent when everyone has a camera in his pocket 
and is inspired to take as many photos as possi- 
ble 


Is the world ready for your photos? 
Absolutely. I'm just showing beautiful women the 


way | see them, nothing excessively conceptual 
or ‘artsy’ just for the sake of it. 


What is your favorite shooting theme? 
I call it ‘2 minutes before sex’ - | tell my models 
to imagine themselves in this situation and let the 
fantasy flow! 


What's your shooting style? Are you a fast shoo- 
ter or a slow shooter (ie in a session do you take 
allot of photographs vs just a few but spend more 
time on each one)? 

I try to keep a balance. | surely avoid thoughtless 
clicking but if there is a time limit, | will try to make 
as many different photos as possible. Shooting 
film is a great exercise that taught me to think and 
analyze the shot before pressing the shutter. This 
is something | advise each photographer should 
try at least once. 


How do you prepare your sessions? 
Give me a location, a model ~ and I'm ready! Ho- 
nestly, most of the times, I just go with the flow, 
feeling the model's character, location ambience 
and trying to imagine what could have happened 
here in real life that would involve sexiness and 
be naturally beautiful 
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How important аге wardrobe and make-up in the 
final result on your images? 

Mostly non-important. | mean if it were a styled 
shoot aimed to show a specific part of clothing or 
lingerie - of course I would pay a lot of attention 
to it. However, mostly | go for natural nude look. 


Is it difficult to gain your models’ trust? 
I would not say it is difficult once you learn how 
to do it. Not being creepy and sleazy helps a lot 
for starters! Talk to them, give feedback, be 
friendly and respect their limits - these rules 
pretty much cover it. 





Have you ever run out of inspiration during a pho- 
toshoot? 

Yes, for sure. And in situations like this it's best 
just to let go, let the model be herself and freely 
move around or suggest some ideas... and even- 
tually something will ‘click’ 


Do you like sharing all pictures or do you keep 
some only for you? 

I keep for myself the photos of my wife. Well, most 
of them. 


Do you believe that feelings can be portrayed? 
Oh, definitely! Even more so - making 
portraits with no feelings is pointless. 


Do you prefer to shoot in a studio or 
a location? Why? 

I prefer natural-looking places that 
have a character. Definitely no 
white/black backgrounds - I just 
used that too much when | owned a 
commercial studio back in Russia, | 
think that location is an important 
part of a story that picture tells, so | 
would shoot the same model diffe- 
rently for example in her home full of 
toys or in a clean hotel room. 





What makes you different from other 
Photographers? 
That is for my viewers to decide 


What is more important today: та: 
tering the camera or Photoshop? 
I'd say post-production is more im- 
portant because it is not so user- 
friendly as cameras are nowadays. 
For my type of photography, getting 
everything ‘in camera’ is pretty much 
а myth or would require hellish bud- 
gets. 








What equipment do you use? Why? 
I love gear (who doesn't?). When I get 
a chance to use cameras that | 
haven't used before — I'll take it! So, 
over the years I've shot with pretty 
much everything from my grandfa- 
thers’ film Kiev, vintage Yashicas and 
TLRs to Hasselblads, medium-format 
digital backs and Phase Ones. 


Currently I'm in love with Sony mirror- 
less cameras - ATR line. It is the опе 
I use for 90% of my shoots. 
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In the digital era, can anyone Бе а photographer? 
If we define a photographer as the one who is ta- 
king pictures - then yes. However, making photo- 
graphs is a whole other story. 


Do you prefer B/W or full color pictures? Why? 

If a color adds something to the picture — l'Il leave 
it. If the image is all about the light/shape - | will 
stick with B/W. Not really biased to one or another. 


What is the most tedious task in photography? 
For me that would be selecting 5-10 best photos 
from 200-300 that | normally take on one shoot. 


Have you ever dreamt something and when you 
wake up you thought: "I have to express it through

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In a tweet size, who's Latexandlovers? 
Latexandlovers is a small company manufacto- 
ring and designing latex clothing for both male 
and female clientele. 


Is the world ready to use your designs? 
People across the globe have been using latex 
clothing for years, even prior to Latexandlovers 
coming to market. However, now it is more fas- 
hionable than before, even catching celebrity at- 
tention, If latex clothing is good enough for Lady 
Gaga, it is good enough for rest of the world 10 
wear; it's actually one of my dreams to craft a 
latex outfit for Lady Gaga 


Is it easy to stand out in this industry? 

The fact that people and large companies are im- 
porting garments from China and Thailand make 
the competition fierce and not easy; every single 
one of my garments are made in the UK from Ra- 
dical Rubber and 4D latex and can be personali- 
sed. 


When you go to a party, you want to stand out in 
the crowd; you don't want ten other people wea- 
ting the same garment, which often happens 
when you buy from a large company. As they say 
small is beautiful! 


How do you see the trend in alternative design in 
Europe? ls it still just for a niche market or do you 
think the market is widening and that we'll see the 
day when it’s integrated within everyday clothes? 


Alternative design clothing is getting more and 
more popular, not only in Europe, but all over the 
world. Since celebrities have started wearing 
latex costumes, it's no longer limited to the fetish 
market; you can find latex clothing in numerous 
retail stores, like Top Shop. 


How do you feel about mixing different materials. 
to make outfits? 

I think garments look good with other materials, 
like lace. | have been thinking about making а 
skater dress with a contrast cotton lace. The 
other material | was thinking of using is a wide 
elastic band for bloomers, loose trousers or 
skirts. Polyester materials could also be used 
with latex, but I personally haven't used it. 


Where do you get your inspiration to create anew 
collection? Which are your major influences? 
There are an incredible amount of people from all 
over the world who like to design their own crea- 
tions. Some of them want to keep it private, but 
most don't mind sharing the designs with wider 
public. | usually name new designs after my 
clients who contributed to the process. 

The designs of Libidex and Simon 0 also in- 
fluence my designs. 


Is yours more a fashion brand or a fetish brand? 
It used to be more of a fetish brand, but after the 
explosion of celebrites wearing latex, there аге 
more models buying latex clothing. I would say it 
is a half fetish and half fashion dominated brand, 























Near future plans: what's on the table for the next few 
months? 

I would like my clients to participate in the contents 
of my website. | have created something similar to a 
blog, a space where everyone can say what designs 
they like the most; whichever outfit has the most 
votes will be made in couple of months and sent to 
my photographer for a photoshoot. | also have plans 
for getting some work done with printed latex. 


Tell us which are your goals (dreams?) as a designer 
I would love to design latex clothing for celebrities 
and make it available for ordinary people of all ages 
and sizes. 


Which celebrity would you love to dress in one of your 
creations? 

I would love to create an outfit for Lady Gaga; not only 
do | adore her as an artist, but also as an incredible 
human being, 


If someone wants to buy one of your creations, where 
should they go? You do all your pieces custom made 
to your customers or do you have some “of the 
shelve" pieces that people can buy or order? 

If someone wants to buy one of my creations, they 
can visit my website or | also have an eBay shop. 
You can choose a standard size from the menu, like 
"Small, Medium ‚XL, XXL", to be delivered within 7 bu- 
siness days. Online customers also have the option 
to" Make to Measure" which may take a bit longer to 
deliver, depending on the garment. | always have a 
few finished garments in stock, which | usually post 
on the next working day, but they change all of the 
time. Whichever option you choose, my aim is to de- 
liver all orders as soon as possible; seven days is my 
golden rule 


What would be your recommendation to someone 
who wants to buy their first outfit? 

If you want to buy your first latex outfit, try something 
cheaper first, like my skating skirts selling at £24.99 
from my website. You always need to choose a size 
smaller than your natural waist measurements. 

1% send some of the garments polished (like bloo- 
mers and corsets), but others (like tops and skirts) 
will be sent to you unpolished. If it is unpolished, | 
will send you a small bottle of polisher with your 
order. You will need to hand wash the garment in lu- 
kewarm water after use and store it in dry and dark 
closet. 





Do you think fashion and real life can mix? 
Yes, they can mix, because latex clothing has the abi- 
lity to make people look extremely attractive and 
sexy. Some people may not like the cold feel of latex 


when they first put it on, but it's a small price to pay, 
and others get thrilled when they put it on. 


What is your definition of beauty? 
The definition of beauty is very individual term. What 
is beautiful to one person, doesn't have the same ap- 
peal to another. Generally, people consider someone 
to be beautiful if he or she has regular shapes, like a 
small nose, large eyes, ап hour-shape body for fema- 
les, and for a man, a more athletic build. 


What would you say to our readers to be encouraged 
to buy your designs? 

I treat each client as an individual. | always ask for 
measurements, even if they chosen the standard 
sizes (S, M, L, XL), because | want to make sure it fits 
them perfectly and avoid disappointments. I can per- 
sonalize the original design, with a little fee, or no fee 
at all in some cases. There is a one week exchange 
or refund policy, as long as the item has not been 
worn. 


Where do you see yourself in say, five or ten years? 
I would ultimately like to build a franchise from my 
business. Latex gluing is extremely difficult and it 
takes a long time to learn, but | have discovered new 
ways which would be easier for new learners. 

I am planning on teaching it to the people and help 
them to establish a business. They could not only 
make clothing for themselves, but make a business 
out of it as well.
